DUSTRIES (NTE) WHO DISPLAYED A CUSTOMIZED GM TRUCK CAMPER 
(MOTOR HOME) REPORTED INITIAL SALES OF $25,000 AND PROJECTS HIS 
FIRST YEAR SCANDINAVIAN SALES AT $1,250,000. STEENSEN SIGNED 
ONE AGENT AND WAS NEGOTIATING AT THE CLOSE OF THE EXHIBITION 
WITH THREE OTHERS. HE REPORTED. "THE ACCEPTANCE OF OUR PRODUCT 
WAS BETTER THAN EXPECTED. THERE OBVIOUSLY IS A FAIR MARKET FOR 
MOTOR HOMES IN SCANDINAVIA". (CLEARED FOR PUBLICATION) 

E) MR. D.A.S. DAVIS, SYLVAN POOLS (NTM) SHOWING SINGLE SWIMMING 
POOLS, WAS NEGOTIATING WITH THREE POTENTIAL REPRESENTATIVES AT 
THE CLOSE OF THE EXHIBITION AND PROJECTS $155,000 IN FIRST YEAR 
BUSINESS. HE NOTED "THE SHOW PROVED USEFUL IN MAKING GENERAL 
CONTACTS, SOME OF WHICH MAY BE OF HELP IN ESTABLISHING THE SYLVAN 
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DISTRIBUTION IN SCANDINAVIA." 

1 1 . TRADE CENTER COMMENT AND EVALUATION: THE STATISTICS RE- 
PORTED ABOVE ARE INCOMPLETE. TWO PARTICIPATING COMPANIES: 
STRETCH FORMING AND TROJAN POOLS WERE INADEQUATELY REPRESEN- 
TED AT THEIR BOOTHS BY CONTRACT HIRE CLERKS EMPLOYED ONLY TO 
COLLECT AND REPORT INQUIRIES FOR POSSIBLE AGENCIES AND FOR 
SALES LEADS BY PRIOR ARRANGEMENT WITH OIM. NO VALID PROJECTIONS 
OR REPORTS ARE POSSIBLE FROM THESE TWO COMPANIES ALTHOUGH 
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STRETCH FORMING WILL BE LORWARDED SALES LEADS VALUED AT $4,000. 

ONE ADDITIONAL COMPANY (CAVINESS) WAS UNREPRESENTED IN HIS BOOTH 
AFTER THE FIRST TWO DAYS OF THE EXHIBITION. THE CAVINESS CASE 
IS THE SUBJECT OF THE REFERENCED CABLES. CAVINESS, BASED ON IN 
COMPLETE INFORMATION. PROJECTS SALES OF $120,000, BUT REPORTS NO 
IMMEDIATE SALES. THE STC KNOWS OF SEVERAL MAJOR SALES CONSUMMATED 
ON THE FLOOR WHICH ARE NOT INCLUDED IN THIS COMPANY REPORT. WE 
ARE FORWARDING THE PARTIALLY COMPLETED DIB 41 1 REPORT FORM FOR
